were KO young. (I'oor (jirl r when her thought* 
went hiiirk to thin period of Imr life, she wept 
UK if her heart would, break.) 


We had heard that people became rioh very 


fust in California, HO we (unniludtM to more ami 
cntniiK'iice life iii that new country. We gath- 
ered together thi) little prnperty we poBee*- 
ed, nnd jninttd tt party of emigrant* oonsisting 
of 5x! men, ll! women and several children. The 
father and brother of my husband were among 
tliia tiuuiber. There were 22 waguan, and tho 
whola compnuy was placed under the comniNud 
of Mr. Henry Hickmmi. We Kturted from 
Hunt county cm the rjth of April last, and took 
tha route for El 1'aso. We arrived at the Gun- 
dalupe Mountains about the tirnt of June. Here 
the MuNcalaru Apnc.heti Htnle from UM J'J head of 
cattle; »i\ men started m fimmiit, but were 
driven back by ths Indiana. We went thence 
to El J'am). My husband iiot being able to 
travel well with Mr. Hickmuirs train, he deter- 
mined to remain at El Paso till the arrival of 
another party of California eimgrnnt». Five of 
Mr. H.'s men staid with UK. While here, (he 
MexicaiiK «toln nearly all the prnperty we hud, 
and Ittft UM unable to" proceed on our journey. 
We could do nothiug now except make our way 
buck to Te.iaH. 


About the lust of July we started on our re- 


turn, with the fragment* of our property, whiuh 
the thieves had spared. On tho lot day of Au- 
gutit, my husband and Lis father left (us and fell 
into the hand* of the Indian*. 1 saw them mi 
more titter Hitfi. J wns told that they were mur- 
dered. 
You may, pt-rhapa, b« able to imagine 


my feelings when I found myself t him bereaved 
and ttt'Mtitute in a laud of strangers. My niin- 
fortaueit neetned greater than I vnuld bear, but 
I knew not that heavier trials were in Rture for 
int. 


lluttble to continue iny journey, I returned to 


El Ptmo, where I remained till Stpt. 8th, when 
1 started once more fur Teias, with my three 
brothcre-in-law, in company with a small party, 
conuiHting of five Americans and one Mexican. 
Mr. Hart, who owned and commanded this 
train, having mine buaioeim in Texas which re- 
quired hi* immediate attention, travelled very 
rapidly, and I hoped iu a few days more to be 
in the midst of my friend*. 


AB we had oulyaeen one Indian on the route, 


we Dattered ournelve* that we should not be 
molested by any of the tribe* which infest tbia 
route. When near the border* of Tex**, gome 
of our owu party stole three animal* from Mr. 
Hart and ran on". Mr. Hart aniiuus to overtake 
the thieves atarted in pursuit, taking with him 
my eldest brother-in-law, a lad Rome fourteen 
yeurs of age, leaving myself, a Mexican, and the 
two boy» to follow a* rapidly as we could. We 
were at this time withiu three day's journey of 
a military pout at Phaatotn Hill, and were con- 
sidered out of danger, A discharged soldier 
being unable to keep up with us was Rome dis- 
tance behind, but I saw nothing of him after 
this. The day after Mr. Hart left ut, a* we 
were travelling, about noon, we saw two Ca- 
manche Indian* charging upon no in front, and 
at the name time two other* were neen driving 
up behind. We were alt very much frightened, 
and the Mexican jumped out of the wagon and 
went toward* the Indian*, io order, if possible, 
to gain their friendship. 


The males in our wagon, four in number, be- 


coming frightened by the war whoop nf the sa- 
vages, turned oat of the road, and commenced 
running a* fast a* they could. Oa»of them 
fell down before we had gone far, and the other* 
were then obliged to atop. The Indfatai now 
twine upon an, and ordered the Mexican to take 
the mule* out of the harne**. While thi* wa* 
;olng on I got out of the wagon and looked oa 
n breathleM suspense. After the mule* were 
unharne**ed, the Mexican wa* stripped of hi* 
clothing, hi* hand* tied behind hi* back, and 
he wa* ordered to alt down upon the grooad. 
One of th«iathen went behind him and ibot hint 
several time* with a gun, while another *tabb««l 
him *everat times with a large butcher knife. 
HI* icalp WM cut off before he wa* dead, and 
put into BM own hat; the hat wa* tb«a worB 
hy one of hi* murderer*. I WM itapiied with 
horror a* I gazed on this apectacto, aaa supposed 
that my turn would came next; bat the Indi&ae 
having *ecnred the plunder of the wagon, moan*-, 
ed aa «n tho mulo* and ordered a* to go with 
them. A* I left, I looked back aad aaw the 
poor Mexican weltering iat hi* blood, and «tiH 
breathing. 


We took a northeast direction, aad traveled 


•lowly till aaneet, when we encamped. Here 
the plunder, consisting of blankeu, bedrfiag, 
clothing, bridle* and MOM money, which I had 
in my pocket, w*4 divided among th« ladiaa*. 
Some article* considered a»eleM ware threwa 
into the Ire. My rfo*hiag waa taken away, ex- 
eeptbarelyeoonghtooo*-«rmyporaan. lathe 
dutritmtira of the captives, Uw eMect boy, 
about 13 year* of age, wa* elaiated by the chief; 
I beeaotethe property ef oa« of the other*. 1 
cboold hare neatioaed that oae of oar eaptara 
wa* a Mexieaa, wh* had fcaea atolen from the 
State of ChibiwkM wh*m M teiwt.

I'iiiup; whilo there w«n any service to perform 
1 was nut allowed n, moiiK'nt's rest, I «;is ctun- 
pelted to carry large loudKof wood on my hack, 
which beinudcititilte of stitUcfent elnthiii)-, WHH 
mangled till tho blood ran down to my feet. I 
liad Ui chnse tho animatH through brinrs and 
tiuohes, till what little clothiiii; 1 hltd WHS torn 
into ribbons. I brought the aniumla to camp in 
tho morning, and hail to watch them till they 
were ready to start, and if one nton- wild thaii 
tho rent ran off, I must chuse anx! bring him 
back, and then be knocked down try the sarnge 
chief for my want nf skill. W!»H all were 
ready to start I had to catch and saddle my nwu 
wild mule, without aujistanctv 
If tire party did 


not start immediately, I was uom|».'ltcd to' pull 
at the end of a luriat which the liulMtis would 


to a liush. They seemed to stunlv every 


method of putting me to death bv pic-ceineal. " 


Exhausted by incessant toil and sunVrititj.mid 


extreme anguish from my wnumi«, I cmild not 
work a* fast as the ludianR desired; and often 
when scarcely able to stand, and hardly know- 
ng what I was doing, 1 Imve been reijuire*! to 
do the work of the Btroogert nin». And be- 
cause of my inability to MccomplfHh my task sitt- 
sfnctorily, I have been whipped inrtifiiiy Mesh 
was raw. Large «toMes were thrown at ine. I 
wot) knocked down tiuJ stamped tipim by the 
Vrocioiio chief, who seemed anxiwjn to crush 
ne benrnth hi* feet. My head sometime* fell 
beneath the horses' feet, ami tlfeii th»i Indians 
would try to make the beasts kich me. After 
all was ready for the day'* jimrn»y, I was oblig 
od to travel a* fast as the others—riding some- 
itnes over rock* and throngh bashes, nching 
and sore from head to foot, sod expmcd alike to 
coo) and heat, sunshine and storm. 


I have gone two days at a tinre without tnst- 


ng food. The Indians depended on hunting for 
heir subsistence, and sometime* had nothing to 
eat themselves—unlens there WM a« abundance 
of food, I received little or nothing—when ttny 
game wa* killed, the Indiana would tear out 
he heart, liver, and entrails, and ent th*m raw. 
1 suffered exceedingly from thirst; 1 wan Dot 
illowed to drink, except while iu cmtip. We 
'requently crossed beautiful itreaitw rfirrrnp the 
lay, and I would beg the privilege of disiniiuut- 
ng tequench my thirst. But the Indium would 
always d«ny my request with contempt. It 
was in. vain I pointed to my parched tongue and 
lead blintereu in the rays ot the nun. Nothing 
could soften them into pity, and I ardently de- 
Ired death, that my torment* might come t» 
an end. 


Every indignity was offered to my person 


which the imagination can conceive.

>m at a IOM to know how I have lived through 
he|barbarous treatment which wa* indicted 
upon me. 
Frequently my feelings were HO onl- 


aged, that I was tempted tn kill ray inhuman 
masters. My indignation buraed partkwbrly 
against the chief, and I thought if I could only 


tit him to pieces I could die content. 
We travelled every day—we usually started 


ihout 10 o'clock in the t a or n ing, and baited 
ibout 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The Indian* 


were accustomed to go to the tops of the Nigli- 


it hills mid stand there gazing in every direc- 
ion. 
We always speat the night oti a hit>, ami 


were thu* exposed to the cold aututnu wiad*; 
we slept on the ground, generally without cov- 
ering. When it rained, the Indian* made a tent 
if the blanket* and wagon sheets they bad «U)- 
en from u*, but I was not allowed to take shel- 
ter in it. 
I preferred Bleeping outaide im the

After *ay mule had become «o gentle that I 


could ride U without being throwa, it was taken 
roni me, and I was obliged to travel on foot 
Tie road over which we pa*aed was often very 
roagh and atony, and fall af thorn*.
